new hay, tw o hundred bushels of corn 
and other contents 
were 
consumed. 
The loss, it is believed, w ill reach 
$3000.

$75,000, with in uranee of about $40,- 
000. 
This is the second severe fire in 
Kirklin within a year. 
The town has 
no fire protection and the only fight 
made against the flames was by a 
bucket brigade, which pumped ail the 
wells dry in the vicinity of the fire. 
The progress of the flames was 
checked by blowing up the building 
owned by Mrs. Kurdy. 
In this way 
the building of McKinney Bros, was 
saved. 
It is believed the fire was of 
incendiary origin. 


TROUBLE BREWING 


Another Strike of Indiana Coal Miners 
Is in Sight, 
Terre Haute, Ind.. July 26.—The con­ 
ference between President John Mitch­ 
ell, district officials of the United Mine 
Workers and officers of the Indiana 
Bituminous Coal Operators* associa­ 
tion broke up without effecting an 
agreement. 
The secretary of the op­ 
erators' association stated that the 
trouble over the removal of slate was 
not settled. 
The miners are working 
except at two mines, but thirty-four 
mines in the Linton field are affected 
by the conditions. 
President Mitchell 
has gone to Chicago. 


Terre 
Haute. Ind., July 26.—The 
crisis has been reached in the trouble 
between the Indiana coal operators 
and miners over the removal of slate 
from 
the 
mines. 
President 
John 
Mitchell of the United Mine Workers 
was called to Terre Haute, and ho 
went into a closed joint session of the 
Indiana operators’ and miners* state 
executive boards. 
The operators have brought the 
trouble to a head by threatening to 
suspend the check-off in all of the 
mines in Indiana unless the miners 
return to work in the Black Creek 
and the Summit mines, at Linton, on 
the slate-removal terms insisted on by 
the operators. 
A notice of a suspen 
sion of the check-off. posted at all of 
the mines in the Indiana Operators’ 
association would cause a walkout of 
all of the miners in every one of the 
mines. It would at least be notice for 
a strike of 10,000 miners. 
President Mitchell was inclined, be­ 
fore going into the conference of the 
two boards, to believe that a settle­ 
ment would be effected. Others, how­ 
ever, thought it very doubtful, as the 
operators and miners have been fight­ 
ing over the question of the removal 
of slate for two months, and having 
failed to make any progress. 
Though 
the two state executive committees 
met in joint session in Terre Haute 
last Thursday night and have l>een 
working for an agreement since then, 
they have failed.

St. Petersburg. July 26.—Though It 
is difficult to obtain a true picture of 
the conditions in the interior owing 
to the embargo that has been put 
upon press dispatches, all indications 
point more and more to the postpone­ 
ment of the threatened general strike 
until the government shall be less and 
the country more prepared for such 
an event; until the harvest is finished 
and the revolutionary movement de­ 
velops spontaneously among the idle 
peasantry. 
What news has been received from 
the provinces indicates that condi­ 
tions are scarcely ripe, except in the 
famine districts, for an upheaval. The 
strategists of the revolutionary coun­ 
cils are laboring with the hotheads to 
induce them to defer the call for a 
general strike until it can come as a 
ipplement to the movement already 
under way. 
A definite decision will 
Ire reached within a day or two in 
the reorganized council of workmen 
The remnant of the Constitutional 
Democratic deputies, many of whom, 
after having collected the arrears of 
salary aud mileage due them, have 
started homeward, are caucusing in­ 
dustriously, but their importance has 
gone, neither the government nor the 
revolutionists paying much attention 
to the former dominant party in the 
lower house of parliament. 
The gov­ 
ernment indeed has not abandoned ifs 
efforts to enlist Moderates in the cab­ 
inet. 
Prof. Mouromtseff the president 
of the dissolved house, for whom Pre­ 
mier Stolypin was vainly searching 
with an invitation to go to Peterhof 
while the former was presiding over 
the outlaw parliament at Viborg, was 
again approached, but there is not the 
slightest 
prospect 
that 
he can 
be 
swayed even by imperial command to 
take office. 
No further changes in the cabinet 
have been decided upon, but M. Gurko, 
who was assistant to M. Stolypin in 
the ministry of the interior, who is 
mentioned as M. Stychinski's succes­ 
sor as m inister of agriculture and 
whose character may be judged by 
the fact that ho was high in favor 
under both Plehve and Prince Svis- 
topolk Myrskv, probably will be jet- 
tir.ened altogether by 
Stolypin. his 
name alone being sufficient to damn 
the new government.

Procurator 
Pavloff, who is now engaged in organ­ 
izing the league of estate owners to 
educate the peasantry up to his ideas 
before the new' elections. 
The most urgent problem before the 
government in case an immediate out­ 
break is postponed, is the relief of the 
distress in the interior 
The cabinet 
meeting Tuesday evening was devoted 
to consideration of this subject, and 
It was voted to extend relief works 
in the famine districts.

Causes Given for Dissolution of Rus­ 
sian Parliament, 


St. Petersburg, July 26.—The official 
St. Petersburg agency has been au­ 
thorized to issue the following state­ 
ment: 
“From the very first days of 
its existence the lower house of par­ 
liament overstepped all the lim its of 
law. 
In its reply to the speech from 
the throne, modification of the funda­ 
mental 
law 
was demanded 
in 
the 
thane of the suppression of the coup* 


ell of the empire* and the creation of 
a responsible cabirrt. By its agrarian 
program, base! en the expropriation 


of land. the house raised hopes tbit 
could not be rearmed and weakened 
the respect for property of others, al­ 
ready enfeebled, 
in the speeches o* 
its members the house consistently 
discredited the government, which it 
ever accused of organizing pogroms 
and disorders. 
By sending a deputa­ 
tion to Bialystok it openly ar pi red to 
usurp executive powers. 
“Fourteen deputies appealed to the 
people, inciting disorders, a step which 
called forth no expression of disappro­ 
bation from the house. 
In the last 
moment of its existence the house de­ 
clared that the government had acted 
illegally in explaining to the popula­ 
tion the nature of the agrarian project 
proposed by itself and decided to ad­ 
dress a manifesto to the people per­ 
suading them not to believe in the 
government regarding the question 
but to await its settlement by parlia 
ment. 
Several members also under 
took journeys to the interior of Rus­ 
sia with the object of supporting agi­ 
tation, their appearance being follow 
ed by renewed disorders, pogroms and 
strikes. All these causes necessitated 
the decision to dissolve the house.” 
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Armenians and Tartars Fight. 
Tlflis, July 26.—In the government 
of Tiflis the country paths are in 
complete ruin owing to the suspension 
of industry and agriculture. News has 
been received here of an outbreak of 
troubles between Armenians and T ar­ 
tars in Krivan and Shusha. 
In Erivan 
order was restored after a large num ­ 
ber of T artars and Armenians bad 
been killed or wounded. 
In Shusha 
the infantry wrere unable to subdue 
the Tartars, who killed Armenians in 
the vicinity of the governor’s resi­ 
dence and fired on the governor’s quar­ 
ters.

customs and proposes to devote a few 
months to arranging his affairs and 
then retire lo England 
Sir Robert’s 
decision appears to confirm the eve 
dence that the new customs board pro­ 
poses to assume executive duties. No 
one expected that ho would accept a 
secondary position in the service he 
has directed for nearly half a century. 
The return of Prince Tsai Tche and 
his retinue to Pekin after a tour of 
the world has caused rem arkable pre­ 
cautions. 
Their d e p a rtu re in Septem ­ 
ber last was the occasion of bomb- 
throwing. bv which several bystanders 
were killed. 
They feared a repetition 
of the attempt at assassination by
